Mendes-France Facing 
Stiff Opposition With 


Successfully Over Indochina ‘Truce Hurdle, Premier. | 
Proposes to Ease Trade'Barriers, Keep North Africa 


and Ratify EDC — Belief Is He Will Win, but 
Enemies Are Strong, Problems Formidable.

OOKED at. with a cold and objective eye, the odds would seem to be 
all against Premier Mendes-France and his drive to get France back on 
a going basis. The forces.in opposition, both politieal and economic, are 


so powerful; the ills to be corrected so deeply rooted and hedged about with — 


a tangle of intrigue. 


Yet what must be done if France is to play a part in the modern world 
is so vital that somehow, with faith prevailing over reason, the belief is that 


the Premier will sueceed. 


He got over the first hurdle when he negotiated with the Communists to 
end the Indochina war, but the difficulties still to be overcome are at least 
as great, although it must be added that if the war had not been concluded, 
there would have been no chance at all to solve the other problems. 


Mendes-France had hardly finished de- 
bating his report to the Assembly on the 
Geneva negotiations when he began a 
series Of discussions extending over the 
weekend on his economic program. This 
program, of course, had been long in 
preparation since Minister of Finance Ed- 
gar Faure is one of three or four carry- 
overs from. previous governments; but the 
final decisions on how far public invest-« 
ment can go in helping to expand the 
economy, particularly in view of the large 
government deficit, were for the Premier 
himself to make. 2 

+ * * 

S/THE GOAL is to break the network of 
restrictions, subsidies and tariffs that have 
meant privileges and protection for the 
‘big industrialists. It will not be an easy 
goal to reach. 

Fully as urgent is the necessity to 
find some middie ground solution for 


‘ North Africa that will keep Tunisia and 


Morecco as semi-independent states 
within the. framework of the French 
Union. 

Even while he was carrying out the 
marathon negotiations at Geneva Mendes- 
France found time to meet with the Cabi- 
net members concerned with North Africa 
in order to get a solution under way. 

Then before the Aug. 15 deadline when 
Parliament goes on vacation the EDC 
treaty and the problem of Germany must 
be pustied to some sort of decision. * It is 
on this thorny issue, with the success of 
the- peace settlement having worn thin, 
that the Mendes-France government will 
face its greatest trial. 

To this list should be added the im- 
mense task of evacuating Hanoi and the 
Red river delta in Indochina. That will 
take money and resources on a large 
scale even though the number of Viet 
Namese who wish to move to the south 
is nearer 200,000 than. the two to three 
millions some have estimated. The Com- 
munists are making a big play to persuade 
not only Viet Namese but French business 
men to stay. The bulk of French invest- 
ment is in the territory ceded to the 
Communists. 

Another item is the hole that will be 
left in the French balance of payments 
with the ending of American dollar aid 
to the war effort of $800,000,000 a year. 
Funneled through France, this helped to 
keep accounts with the rest of the world 
in balance... 

Formidable as all this sounds, it is 
nevertheless only a partial list of what 
the Premier must do and quickly to make 
up for the procrastination of the past nine 
years. 

The very magnitude of his task and his 
boldness in approaching it head-on have 
for the time being captured the imagina- 
tion. There is also the realization that

3. Two local wars, each of which con- 
tained the danger of becoming world wars, 
have been ended—in Korea and Indochina. 

4. The stage has been set for the final 
implementation of the European Defense 
Community scheme, through ratification 
by France and Italy. 

5. The stage has been set for an effec- 
tive defense of the still non-Communist 
portion of Southeast Asia.

THE UNITED STATES cannot take sole 
credit for any of the above gains marked 
up by the non-Communist world during 
the last year and a half. In each instance, 
however, the United States played an im- 
portant—and often decisive—role. 

Perhaps the most critical point of Unit- 
ed States foreign policy under the Eisen- 
hower-Dulles Administration, lies just 
ahead. Setting the stage for ratification 
of EDC, and for creation of an effective 
defense of Southeast Asia, is another 
thing than accomplishing these objectives. 

The defense of Southeast Asia, it should 
be madg clear, is seen as two separate 
problems: construction of a defense shield 
against external aggression, and prevention 
of internal Communist subversion. These 
two problems correspond to the terms 
used by President Eisenhower this week 
when he spoke of preventing further “di- 
rect or indirect Communist aggression.” 

United States policy now is to ‘get 
into being as rapidly as possible some 
kind of collective defense arrangement 
which will draw a line along the Seven- 
teenth Parallel in Viet Nam, and around 

Laos and Cambodia, Thailand, Burma,

Necessarily, such a defense shield would 
have to be backed by the armed might of 
the great powers, especially the United 
States, Britain and the Commonwealth 
countries.

The Russians have 20,000 air- 
eraft in combat formations and 
20,000 in reserve.

Supersonic booms have been 
heard over Moscow. 

The United States is in pro- 
duction with its supersonic 
F-100, but it has not yet reached 
combat formations. The Russians 
are thus ahead of the United 
States in the race to produee 
a supersonic interceptor. From 
what has been learned and esti- 
mated about the MIG-17, it is 
believed to be inferior in speed 
and other characteristics to the 
F «100. 

Two 2-Engine Jet Bombers. 

Two types of two-engined jet 
light bombers, Type 27 and Type 
31, have been in production in 
the Soviet Union for about three 
years. They have speeds of be- 
tween 500 and 600 miles per 
hour. Production is estimated to 
be more than 1000 annually.

He 
rose to military fame in the 
Roosevelt Administration as a 
protege of Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall and was selected by Presi- 
dent Truman to be American 
Ambassador to Moscow. and tobe 
the head of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency. Between these 
two non-military jobs, he was the 
postwar commander of the First 
Army, the choice Army post, 
ranking next to chief of staff, a 
position for which he was ad- 
mirably suited and to which he 
aspired. 

Dulles Asked for Smith. 


In the early days of the Eis- 
enhower Administration Dulles 
asked that Smith be transferred 
from CIA administrator to the 
under secretaryship, Realizing 
that Soviet Russia and Com- 
munist aggression would be his 
primary concerns, Dulles, with 


the peace in Indochina and de- 
mands for economy will bring

President Eisenhower's approval, 
had selected as his No. 1 asso- 
ciate the man in government best 
informed on these subjects be- 
cause of his three years as Am- 
bassador to the Kremlin and his 
more than two years as head of 
the supersecret CIA.

President Eisenhower gave his 
estimate of Smith, as the SHAEF 
chief of staff, in his memoirs, 
“Crusade. in Europe” when he 
wrote: 

“He was a godsend—a master 
of detail with clear comprehen- 
sion of main issues. Serious, 
hard-working and loyal, he 
proved equally as «capable in 
difficult conferences as he was 
in professional activity. Strong 
in character and abrupt by in- 
stinct, he could achieve harmony 
without appeasement, and 
earned for himself an enviable 
standing throughout the armies 
and governments of Europe. He 
reached London on Sept. 7 
(1942) and there began a per- 
sonal and official association 
which lasted throughout the 
war.” 


. Under the Constitution, the 
President is directly responsible 
for the formulation and conduct 
of foreign policy and _ acts 


through the Secretary of State 
and the State Department. In 
the postwar years the under 


secretary has frequently become 
the acting secretary while the 


Secretary has been out of 


Washington attending  confer- 

ences. This has been especially 

true of Dulles’s tenure. 
Reorganizer of CIA. 


In the Truman Administra- 
tion, Smith, as head of the CIA, 
attended meetings of the Na- 
tional Security Council and fre- 
quently briefed the President 
on global diplomatic and mili- 
tary intelligence, He was also 
responsible for reorganizing the 
CIA to give. more emphasis to 
the up-to-the-minute estimates 
of the relative strengths of 
countries in the free and Com- 
munist world.

As Ambassador in Moscow, he 
was an acute observer and 
analyzer of the Russian situa- 
tion and the Kremlin leaders.

MINNESOTA'S FAMOUS 
CANOE COUNTRY 


If the first explorers could 
step back into Minnesota's Su- 
perior National Forest they 
would find it much the same as 
when they roamed its trails over 
300 years ago. This is the wil- 
derness area—the canoe country, 
set aside by Presidential Edict 
to be preserved as the original 
America. 

Close to a million acres, the 
area is bigger than the State of 
Rhode Island, and every foot of 
it is covered with forest or 
water. This sportsman’s para- 
dise, roughly the northeastern 
tip of Minnesota and west along 
the Canadian border to Crane 
Lake, is remote and yet acces- 
sible. The Presidential Edict or 
“air ban” prohibits flying less 
than 4000 feet above sea level 
over the canoe country, so one 
cannot fly directly in. However, 
excellent rail, air and bus serv- 
ice is available practically to the 
doors of the outfitters who pre- 
pare the tourist for his trip into 
the wilderness. These outfitters 
are located in Ely, Grand Marais 
and Crane Lake and can com- 
pletely equip any size party for 
any length of time. Guides are 
optional but recommended. 

Land of the Voyageur. 

A canoe trip into this land of 
the voyageur is an experience 
not easily forgotten. Around 
every point and into every quiet 
bay there is some wonder of 
nature awaiting the tourist's 
camera. It may be a moose 
pulling up the roots of the water 
lily, a great black bear tearing 
up a rotten log for his favorite 
snack of honey, or a large flock 
of wild ducks startled off: the 
water by the canoe’s approach. 
Here also one may see the blue 
heron, the bald eagle, herds of 
deer or that ever-present little 
woods-clown, the porcupine. 
Fishing is superb in the wilder- 
ness, The thousands of lakes 
and rivers teem with walleyes, 
northern pike, bass, lake trout 
and pan fish. The waters are 
clear and cold, and the fish are 
the big, fighting kind. 

Even though the wilderness 
appears constantly fresh and 
new, it is very old. It was carved 

out by the glaciers 
centuries ago and evidence of 
ancient civilizations can be seen 
in the red ochre paintings on the 
sheer rock walls, of Crooked 
Lake and Lac La Croix. Even 
the forest are old. On Baswood 
lake guides point out cedar trees 
years old, saplings when 
William the Conquerer B see 
England in 1066, or giant stan 
of Norway pine that saw the 
first fur traders venture in 
the stillness of these Coumieae 
Superior National Forest. 

Several types of vacations are 
available in the Superior Na- 
tional Forest. There are 
fine resorts, both housekeeping 
and American plan, in addition 
to the canoe trip. There are also 
houseboat excursions on Bass- 
wood lake. One popular type 
vacation is to combine these out- 
ings. Tourists will headquarter 
at a resort and then take two or 
three day camping trips into the 
surrounding area.

Builders Hail 


Easier Credit 
To Home Buyer 


By NEIL MacNEIL 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (UP)— 
Home builders were predicting 
yesterday that the easier home- 
buying credits in the new hous- 
ing bill, expected soon to re- 
President Eisenhower's 
signature, will turn 1954 into 
another housing boom year. The 
bill cuts down-payment require- 
ments across the board for 
homes insured under the Fed- 


eral Housing Administration 
program. 

Some builders thought the 
Government might give their 
industry still another boost by 
cutting interest rates on FHA 
mortgages. They noted that 
some private lenders are issuing 
mortgages below the Govern- 
ment rates. 

But Federal Housing Chief 
Albert Cole recently denied 
that any such niove is now in 
the works. 

Builders have been predict- 
ing all along that they would 

1 1,000,000 and more homes 
ons year. But with final ap- 
proval of the new housing bill, 
they have increased this esti- 
mate to as many as 1,300,000. 

The major change in the 
FHA home-buying terms is the 
cut in down payment require- 
ments. Builders figure that’ 
many thousands of potential 
home-buyers have been kept out 
of the market because they have 
not had the ready cash for this 
down payment, 

Another important factor is 
the increase from $16,000 to 
$20,000 the amount the FHA can 
insure in a home mortgage. Ex-

He has watched the society 
grow from.a handful of fellows 
clustered around a piano here 
and there into a well-knit orga- 
nization of 25,000 members in 
615 chapters, including some 300 
barbershoppers in the St. Louis 
area, The society has a perma- 
nent office in Detroit with a 
staff of 16 and’an annual budget 
of $133,000. It even has its own 
code of ethics. 


“We shall refrain from forc- 
ing our songs on unsympathetic 
ears,” says one of its planks. 

I cornered Berney in the 
office of Acme Visible Records, 
Inc., a business records firm at 
1708 Olive street for which he 
is district manager, shortly after 
his return from the recent six- 
teenth national convention of 
the barbershoppers in Washing- 
ton. Berney, an impeccably neat 
fellow of 51 with perfect diction 
and a toothpaste smile, was in 
high spirits. 

There wére, it developed, sev- 
eral reasons for his lilting mood. 
St. Louis had just become the 
only city ever to elect two presi- 
dents of the society, Dr: Norman 
F. Rathert, a dentist, having 
snared the honor in 1940. And 
while Berney has never been 
able to join one of the more or 
less permanent quartets which 
compete in national contests 
(this year’s champions: Wichita’s 
“Orphans”), he had woodshedded 
himself hoarse in Washington 
hotel rooms, elevators and rest 


and became international treas- 
urer, vice president and acting 
president. Since 1949 he has 
also been a member of the soci- 
ety’s international panel of cer- 
tified judges which rates quar- 
tets on five counts: harmony- 
accuracy, arrangement, voice 
expression, balance and blend, 
and stage presence.

N THE good old days, every- 
J one in St. Louis went to the 

band concerts. The young 
folks, the old folks, the grand-: 
parents and the babies gathered 
to listen to music which be 
in the late summer twilight 
ended under the stars. 


By 6 p.m., in Lafayette Park 
or Benton Park, up north at 
Fairgrounds or down south at 
Gravois, the benches began fill- 
ing’ up with family groups. 
Some of them brought basket 
lunches and had a picnic sup- 
per, and by the time the late- 
comers, usually dating couples, 
arrived, they had to sit on the 
grass. | 


After a program of stirring 
marches by. Sousa, light opera 
selections, and an occasional 
novelty number -like “The 
Whistler and His Dog,” the 
band usually played a. ragtime 
encore. By 10 o'clock the con- 
cert was over and under the 
bright -moonlight, the crowd 
would slowly disperse and start 
for home. 


Movies, automobiles,. televi- 
sion, air-conditioning and other 
sighs of the changing times 
have all but done ae with 
outdoor band concerts. e city 
parks haven't had them for 
years and only an occasional 
small town boasts a peak-roofed 
bandstand in the square. 


But in Webster Groves, the 
tradition still is observed twice 
each summer, with concerts in 
the spirit if not the minutest 
detail of the old fime variety. 
This year, the first one was 
held on July 15; the second is 
scheduled for this Thursday. 

Webster began having free 
summer concerts in 1930 and in 
their early years they were held 
on the lawn of the Masonic Tem- 
ple, Webster College, and Eden 
Seminary. They are now being 
held at Memorial Stadium, Elm 
and Glendale avenues, 
park area known to local resi- 
dents as Forty Acres. They are 
under the sponsorship of the 
Lions Club, the Webster Groves 
recreation department, Chamber 
of Commerce, and. publie 
schools. Conductor since the 
first concert series began has 
been Hans Lemcke, supervisor 
of instrumental music at Web- 
ster High, and a dean among 
conductors in these parts. 


“T feel that public summer 
concerts are a vital part of the 
life of a community,” Lemcke 
voices his opinion. ‘It instills a 
pleasureful evening for parents 
and children alike, to get tegeth- 
er and listen to music played by 
a professional band. And who 
doesn’t like a good band?” 

Not many, apparently, as the 
Webster concerts have been ex- 
tremely popfilar, attracting 


crowds, not only to the stadium. 


stands but in groups in nearby 
back yards and parked cars as 
well. * 

There have been some mod- 
ernized touches to the band con- 
certs, Webster style, as we ob- 
“served on the opening night. A 
few of the braver men in the 
audience wear Bermuda shorts 
and most of the suntanned small 
boys wear shorts and nothing 
more. Because of daylight saving 
time, it’s a little lighter at 8

The senior Lemcke had been 
leader of a German naval band 
and was chosen to head a band 
that accompaned Prince Henry 
of Prussia, brother of the Kaiser, 
on a world tour in 1900. Lemcke 
came to this country shortly 
thereafter, settled in St. Louis 
and gained quite a reputation 
as leader of the massed bands 
at the World’s Fair and organiz- 
er and conductor of a Marine 
band that played at Forest Park 
Highlands for years.

ANS LEMCKE, whosé son, 
H itenry, is also a conductor, 
started his musical education 


when he was six, first on violin, 


then piano and later trumpet. 
He started. composing marches 
when he was 14, and has had 
many published compositions, 
among them some of St. Louis 
poet Sarah Teasdale’s works set 
to music, and the Rotary Club 
song, “His Pal.” 


Lemcke is most proud of his 
work with youngsters, however, 
and likes to tell how Webster 
was the first community to bring 
music into the 
schools and the first local high 
school to have a band. In the 
study of his home at 302 East 
Lockwood avenue, he has pic- 
tures of musical greats side by 
side with pictures of early 
Webster school bands; and he 
can point out from the largest 
group photos the tiny heads of 
a individuals who later made 
good. 


“This boy played with Paul 
Whiteman, made a lot of money 
out of his music,” he explains. 
“Here’s one who’s with a sym- 
phony in Texas now. This one 
teaches music and this one’s 
state superintendent of fine arts. 
Here’s Congressman Tom Curtis 
-—how that boy could play the 
piccolo.” 


It’s largely because of the 
stimulus the summer band con- 
certs give youngsters. that 
Lemcke undertakes them each 
year. Band members are as- 
sembled from a growing mailing 
list eaeh year, meet in June, 
elect officers, and begin rehear- 
sals, with three rehearsals to a 
concert. - President, vice presi- 
dent, and secretary for the band 
group this year are Max E. Wes- 
Victor D. Brannon and 
Marilynn Lamdin Strohman. 

Mrs, Strohman, who doubles, 
not in brass but as a lyric so- 
prano, was among the soloists 
at the first concert. Others who

HAT was the world of New 

York when the Waldorf Hotel 

opened on the corner of 
Thirty-third street and Fifth 
avenue on March 13, 1893. 


The idea of a 13-story hotel 
opening on Fifth avenue was 
greeted in 1893°Jike a proposal 
to erect a 60-story Bar Harbor- 
Hilton in the middle of that 
resort’s sacrosanct acres today. 

Society had a fit. One had 
hoped, of course, that William 
Waldorf Astor, who was leaving 
the United States to live in 
Britain, might put up something 


noncommittal, like a library, a . 


museum, or perhaps a fine 
church on the site of the house 
his father John Jacob Astor had 
built in 1870, Somebody said 
that for Fifth avenue it was the 
beginning of the end. 


The Fifth avenue site, from 
which the Empire State Building 
now stretches 102 stories into 
the: Manhattan sky, was bought 
by William Backhouse Astor on 
July 28, 1827, for $20,500. When 
the property was sold to make 
way for the Empire State Build- 
ing in 1929, it brought $8,000,000 
an acre. 

The push to build a hotel on 


this site came from Abner Bart- 


lett, an imaginative business 
man’ who was counselor to Astor. 
On business trips to Philadel- 
phia, Bartlett put up at the 
Bellevue, forerunner of the pres- 
ent Bellevue-Stratford. The old 
Bellevue at Broad and Walnut 
was four stories high and had 
only 20-odd sleeping rooms, but 
George Boldt, its manager, made 
it famous. 

Boldt was an immigrant from 
Germany. He stood five feet six 
inches tall, wore a mustache and 
a spade beard, and in appear- 
ance was perfectly cast for the 
role of a prominent Viennese 
physician. Bartlett brought Boldt 
and Astor together, and the im- 
migrant from the Baltic island 
was signed as the Waldorf's

ENRY BOLDT had died and 
the old Waldorf on Fifth ave- 
nue began to falter. If it was 
to survive it would need a trans- 
fusion. 

The new blood was supplied 
by one Lucius Boomer of Pough- 
keepsie, manager of the McAl- 
pin, an upstart hotel built just 
before World War I at Broadway 
and Thirty-fourth, a block from 
the Waldorf’s entrance. Gen. 
Coleman duPont of the duPont 
dynasty is said to have said: 
“Boomer, I'll buy the Waldorf 
if you'll run it.” 

In the Spring of 1929, nine 
years after Boomer had taken 
command, the old Waldorf was 
turned over to the wrecking 
company. 

In July 1929, Charlie Hayden 
of the Hayden-Stone Co. ad- 
mitted to the press that a few of 
the boys had anted up $40,000,- 
000 for a new Waldorf. Boomer 
said: “It will be the greatest 
hotel of its sort in the world, 
one which will probably outclass 
anything heretofore attempted in 
the hotel field.” 

By Jute 1, 1931, Oscar was 
signing up banquets and parties 
from blueprints of his public 
rooms. Other Waldorf executives 
were showing unfinished suites 
in the tower apartments to pros- 
pective tenants. 

The tower apartment rental 
was $15,000 in the year 1931. 
They are up to $25,000 today. - 

The first royal visitor to the 
new Waldorf was the King of 
Siam. Boomer invited him to 
lunch in the unfinished building. 
They rade the construction ele- 
vator to a high but unfurnished 
floor. The hotel ran up the Sia- 
mese flag on its brand-new flag- 
pole.

fore the hotel was to open to a 
preview crowd, rubbish filled 
the lobby, carpets had not been 
laid, furniture was still covered 
with paper. Work went on 
through the night and the new 
Waldorf-Astoria was proper as a 
bride on the opening day.

ROM the loud aker came 
F the voice of Herbert Hoover, 

President of the United States. 
Standing in the Cabinet room 
of the White House just at dusk, 
he began to speak into an NBC 
microphone. “Our hotels have 
become community institutions,” 
he said to the nation. “They 
are the central points of civic 
hospitality ... They have come 
to be conducted in far larger 
vision than mere profit earn- 
ing.” 

Because it was such a daring 
gesture in those apple-selling 
days, Hoover thought the open- 
ing of the Waldorf might prove 
an inspiration to those who had 
lost their confidence with their 
capital. po ‘ 

“The erection of this great 
structure,” he said in his speech, 
“has been a contribution to the 


maintenance of employment, 
and an exhibition of courage 
and confidence to the whole na- 
tion.” 

The coup was a sensational 
one for Boomer. Presidents had 
spoken at the dedication of 
mammoth new dams, at national 
memorials, but never within 
Memory at the opening of so 
commercial a venture as a hotel. 


Charlie Hayden, the man who 
had put up the most money and 
who had been elected chairman 
of the board, was also the first 
guest to sign the register. It 
was a bitter disappointment to 
another man, who had traveled 
all the way from Chicago to 
garner that honor. The Mid- 
westerner checked out in dis- 
gust, and thus, if it was any 
salvation, beeame the first guest 
to leave.

Like any busy city, the Wal- 
dorf has its share of robberies.

Next morning a maid rang 
MacKellar’s bell. Getting no an- 
swer, she entered. The textile 
executive was stretched out on 
the floor, dead.

There were no 
marks on MacKellar, His expen- 
sive watch was still on his wrist, 
ticking.

The 
accumulated properties which 
the monarch uses during his 
lifetime are considerable. But 
the monarch can’t sell them 
or will them to a faithful re- 
tainer.

TO GET DOWN to hard fig- 
ures, President Eisenhower gets 
a slightly larger salary than the 
Queen. He is paid $100,000 a’ 
year with $50,000 extra for ex-

Queen Elizabeth's salary is 
$168,000. The fund is called Her 
Majesty’s privy purse—or the 
sovereign’s private money. 

They run their households— 
Buckingham Palace and the 
White House—for about the 
same amount. They entertain 
much the same crowd—kings, 
prime ministers, presidents and 
dictators—and have many of the 
same problems. 

The Eisenhowers spend about

CBS’s television network be- 
gins its first large scale color 
os Aug. 22 while RCA’s 

agony Ree geen amen Co. steps 
up programming sev- 
eral fold starting Sept. 14. 

On the manufacturing side, 
CBS is trying to get a jump with 
a new 19-inch tri-color picture 
tube already in production by 
its CBS Hytron division, and 
being sold to other manufactur- 
ers. Its CBS Columbia Division 
plans to start producing its own 
color sets, using the new -tube, 
in late August. 


x* * * 

RCA, WHICH already has 
turned out 5000 15-inch color 
sets, plans to unveil a new 21- 
inch color tube, and simplified 
set Sept. 15. It plans to turn 
out at least 5000 of the 21-inch 
sets by yearend, plus additional 
,thousands of the tubes for other 
set makers. 

Meanwhile, several other com- 
panies are coming out with big 
screen sets. Motorola brought 
out a 19-inch model recently 
for $895. Westinghouse, first out 
with 15-inch models, has a 19- 
inch model in the works while 
Admiral is planning a 21-inch 
model. Some still are waiting 
for further technical refine- 
ments before launching color 
production. 

The big splurge of activity 
will come eight to nine months 
after formal approval of the 
present system of color telecast- 
ing by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission and a year 
after the FCC had definitely an- 
nounced it would give its okay. 


* *« 
PUBLIC ACCEPTANCE of 
color was held back by two ma- 
jor obstacles: 1. The small 
screen size of sets and the $1000 
price, and 2. The lack of enough 
color programs on.the air to 
justify the purchase of a set. 

The 15-inch sets, giving pic- 
tures about the size of those on 
a 12-inch black and white model, 
met with little enthusiasm from 
the public which has become ac- 
customed to 21-inch and bigger 
screens. 

There's still considerable skep-

ROADWAY looks well in 

pajamas. The bright, brassy, 

and jubilantly sassy show 
at the St. James Theater is not 
just the best new musical show 
of the season. That would be fair- 
ly easy. It’s a show that takes a 
whole barrelful of gleaming new 
talents, and a handful of stim- 
ulating ideas as well, and sends 
them tumbling in happy profu- 
sion aver the footlights. 

“The Pajama Game” has a 
fresh and winning grin on its 
face from the outset. Adapted 
from a satirical novel by Rich- 
ard Bissell—Mr. Bissell has 
also had a hand in the shaping 
of the libretto—it opens up 
some startling terrain for the 
song-and-dance field. 

Eddie Foy Jr. strolls in front 
of ‘the curtain and. suggests, 
with..a slight Teef, that we are 
about to be embroiled in the 
meatier symbols of the problem 
play.

Formed by Those Believed Cured 


Member's Devote Time to Reassuring Pres- 
ent Sufferers That Prompt Action 


Can Save Them. 


WASHINGTON, July 2¢ (AP)! 
—A good time was had by all 
at the recent annual dinner of | 
one of the world’s most unusual 
clubs—the Cured Cancer Club 
of Washington. 
Watching them polish-off a 
turkey dinner and listening to 
them chat over coffee, you'd 
never suspect all: 6@° members 
had once faced—and apparently 
been cured of—cancer. 
The club devotes itself to re- 
assuring people now suffering 
from cancer that. the disease 
often can be cured if detected 
and treated early enough—and 
to alerting people in general to 
the “danger signals” of cancer. 
“We' ve had it—and here we 

was the way the club's 
president and founder, Mrs. Oli+ 
ver S. Kern, summed up the or | 
ganization’s philosophy. - 
Mrs. Kern was operated on tor | 
intestinal cancer in 1944. She 
is one of the club’s vast major- 
ity who have gone at least five 
years without a recurrence of | 
the malignancy—a period which 
is considered a cure in the med- | 
ical book. 

Some other nembers have not | 


confident they're on the way to | 
recovery. They have been 
treated by surgery, X-ray or ra- 
dium. 

The American Cancer Society, 
which approves the educational 
work being done by the Wash- 
ington club, says the group re- 
vived—and put on a highly or- 
ganized basis—an idea aictonhs 
ed in 1938 by a woman doctor 
in Brookline, Mass., Dr. Anna 
C. Palmer, herself a cured can- 
cer patient. 

In addition to the Washington 
club there now are organiza- 
tions in Boston, Iowa and Mich- 
igan—and Mrs. Kern says her 
organization is seeking to have 
cured patients in all parts of 
the country and abroad form 
their own units. 

The A.C.S. says that last year 
alone 70,000 Americans were 
cured of cancer. 

“We figure that one out of 
four cancer cases is now being

“And we also believe that even 
with present knowledge it 
should be possible to cure two 
out of four, provided detection 
and treatment are achieved 
jearly enough.”

Hess, in the 1951 session, 
sponsored a bill to provide unit 
control for the St. Louis public 
school system. However, al- 
though publicly for the measure, 
behind the scenes he worked 
against it. 


Members of the Senate Edu- 
cation Committee reported he 
had buttenholed them in ad- 
vance of a committee hearing 
on the bill and urged them to 
keep the measure in committee. 
Bills not reported out of com- 
mittee automatically die when 
the session ends. 

After asking committee mem- 
bers to keep the measure ‘in 
committee, Hess appeared at the 
open hearing and made.a “fer- 
vent plea” for favorable action 
on it.

Later he ruled against open- 
ing the ballot boxes, after an 
injunction suit was filed on be- 
half of five plaintiffs, four of 
whom told the.Post-Dispatch use 
of their names had been solicit- 
ed. Still later, he reversed him- 
self and ordered a subpena is- 
sued to the election board for 
the ballot boxes. The Missouri 
Supreme Court finally ruled 
that the ballots could not be

Also in Febryary 1937 Judge 
Joynt wrote to the Iowa State 
Board of Parole recommending 
a parole for John (Buddy). Lu- 
gar, St. Louis hoodlum and for- 
mer Cuckoo gangster, who was 
released the same month after 
serving three years and four 
months of a 15-year sentence for 
possession of burglar tools. 


Lugar, who was arrested on 
numerous occasions in subse- 
quent ‘years, was shot to death 
last New Year’s day on a lonely 
road near Madison, Ill. He had 
been questioned a short time 
before in connection with the 


the ransom money paid in the 
Greenlease kidnaping. 


Judge Joynt in November 
1938 admitted he had permitted 
use of his name on a letter sent 
to the Michigan Board of Par- 
don and Parole which was in- 
strumental in obtaining the re- 
lease from * Michigan Peniten- 
tiary of Isadore Londe, notor- 
ious Egan gunman. Following 
his release, Londe was involved 
in. a series of crimes and cur- 
rently is serving.a sentence in 
the Missouri Penitentiary for 
bombing a cleaning plant. 


Another of Joynt’s judicial 
acts which drew sharp criticism 
was his issuance of a temporary 
restraining order preventing po- 
lice from interfering with the 
operation of a slot machine. The 
Missouri Supreme Court lgter 
reversed the order, holding 
Judge Joynt had acted without 
jurisdiction and without hearing 
evidence. 


' During the Senate . Crime 
Committee’s investigation in 
1950, Judge Joynt’s name again 
was connected with those of un- 
derworld characters. Anthony 
(Tony) Lopiparo and Anthony 
(Tony) Giardano, St. Louis hood- 
lums, were arrested by Mexican 
authorities at Tijuana. Lopiparo 
told Mexican police he was in 
the slot machine business in St. 
Louis and that he and Giardano 
operated the Anthony Novelty 
Co. at 1528 Olive street, < 

The company was incorpo- 
rated April 21, 1947, with Judge 
Joynt designated as registered 
agent. The original address of 
the company was 401 Shell 
Building, Judge Joynt’s law of- 
fice at the time. He now has of- 
fices at 706 Chestnut street. 
Since September 1951 he has 
served as attorney for Circuit 
Clerk Phelim O’Toole. 


Since 1950, Judge Joynt has 
been president of the Joynt 
GMC Truck Co., now in process 
of dissolution. He is attorney 
for three AFL unions, all con- 
nected with the cleaning and 
dyeing business. A native St.

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THE YOUNGSTERS in the polio 

NYY ward of the Children’s Hospital in 

. Boston organized a Girl Scout 
troop, they wondered how they could have 
the “good-night circle” in which all girls 
joim hands. The beds were too far apart, 
and even if they had been close together, 
they still would have been too far—for 
some of the children could not raise their 
arms. 

Then one little Scout said, “Let's get a 
ball of string and run it across the beds. 
if we hold the string it will be like holding 
hands.” | 

To me this story is symbolic of Scout- 
ing. For Scouting is a thread of common 
purpose that unites girls of many back- 
grounds and creeds who promise to “do 
my duty to God and my country” and to 
live by the code of the Girl Scout law. 

The power of this promise and code to 
capture the hearts of our children is meas- 
ured by the growth of the Girl Scouts, 
which now has more than 100,000 troops 
and 1,500,000 members in the U. S. 
Abroad there are 507 American troops in 
34 colonies, countries. and bases. The 
growth of these troops is due to the long- 
ing of girls and their parents for a tic 
with home; Scouting is the thread by 
which they join hands with other Amer- 
icans. 

in the age-old relationship of sympa- 
thetic, interested adults and young pco- 
ple lies the “pull” of Scouting—both for 
girls and for adults. Just as*every child 
has a deep-seated desire to be understood, 
so adults never cease to feel the need to 


- be needed. Scouting preserves some of the 


the finest things in our tradition by pro- 
viding for such a partnership. 

To say this ts to recognize a challenge. 
Between now and 1960, population stud- 
ies show, there will be an increase of 
5,000,000 girls in the age ranges served 
by the Girl Scouts, There is nothing ex- 
clusive about Scouting. It is open to all 
youngsters 7 to 17. But children enjoy its 
wonderful advantages only in proportion 
to the numbers and quality of available 


The Girl Scouts have a right to be proud 
of the leadership they have constantly re- 
cruited. Adults in Giri Scouting number 
more than half a million; 30,000 of these 
are men. One thread runs through all 


the adults themselves enjoy a fellowship 
with young people—often including their 
own daughters. 

Just that sort of feeling linked a 
Brownie Scout and her father’s command- 
ing Officer in a distant Army camp re- 
cently. “I'm tired of taking someone else's 
daddy to the Father-Daughter Banquet,” 
the little girl wrote. Her own dad was with 
her that night—on an unexpected leave. 

Today, when we feel so profound a con- 
cern over the rise in juvenile delinquency, 
we don’t have to worry about those young- 
sters who have hold of a strong thread of 
partnership with adults. They will man-- 
age to skirt the hazards and develop their 
own highest potentialities, even in this 


turbulent age. These are not stepchildren | 


of our democratic community... They are 
the ones who “belong.”

Y WIFE, MY FOUR children and I have just landed 

here after a “dream” trip: a cruise across the 

Atlantic from New York to North Africa. For 

10 days we lived in spacious, airy cabins where even 

the angriest storm couldn't. bother us; we dined at the 

captain’s table on such delicacies as Javanese curried 

rice and baked Alaska; we danced by moonlight; we 

had freedom to roam the ship from hold to mast; a 
full staff of servants attended to our every want.

And almost no one 
realizes that, with a little shopping beforehand, you 
can find a freighter to take you almost anywhere—the 
off-the-beaten-track places as welt- asthe “poputar’ 
ports—at a price to fit your pocketbook. A

With two or three months to spare, you can go by 
freighter from the West Coast for $500, round trip. 
Have you only a- two-week vacation? An 1il-day 
freighter junket to the Gulf ports from the East Coast 
costs about $200. A sweep around 11 wild and‘woolly 
West African ports, via French freighter from New 
York, will cost you $800. Or, if you're crossing the 
continent, you might try a new way from New York 
to. California: on a freighter, via the Panama Canal, 
for less than $300. ets 

You can even travel around: the world on a 
freighter. For $1,200 you'll receive not only comfort- 
able lodging and excellent meals but also the services 
of a cook, a butler, a chambermaid and a chauffeur—

The Appeal of a Freighter 
N ANY OF THESE trips, you'll find the two ap- 
yrs features of freighter. travel that the 
crowded liners lack: a small passenger list and 
an unhurried tempo. These produce a unique casual- 
ness, an old-shoe air as comfortable as lounging around 
your own back yard, — 

You'll probably get to know’your fellow-passen; 
(and the crew,,too) better than you know your land- 
locked neighbors back home. Unless you're aboard a 
100, the ship probably won't have more than a dozen 
passengers.

Quite often they were old-fashioned bull ses- 
sions, with theChief Engineer or the Chief Mate spin- 
ning sea tales or war stories that held us rapt. On 
several moonlit evenings we danced—not, of course, 
to a 10-piece orchestra, but to recordings piped onto 
our tiny promenade deck.

As for the cabins: not only were they spacious, airy 
and light, but each one had outside exposure.

How can you enjoy a seaborne vacation like ours? 
If you're genuinely interested (and lining up a jaunt 
by freighter often requires a good deal of patience 
and work), here are some basic hints: 

First, figure out the exact period you can get away 
foom your job. Naturally, your choice of ship and 
destination will be determined by the date and length 
of your vacation. A two- or three-week vacation 
sharply limits your selection; if you can arrange a 
month or six weeks, the choice will be widened con- 
siderably. | 

It’s probably too late now to line up a freighter trip 
for this summer. But you might arrange an off-season 
fall voyage to Europe or Africa,.or begin planning a 
winter cruise to some warm-weather region like the 
Caribbean-or Centrat-America.in fact;-some of the 
better dates may-already be full. 

Summer voyages also fill up fast—as much as a year 


’ ahead. As you plan, remember that a fall or spring trip 


may offer a better choice of accommodations, along 
with so-called “thrift season” rates. 

Then there's the matter of money. A safe estimate is 
$16 a day for adults, $8 a day for children under 12, 
$4 for children 1 or 2, nothing for infants. This figure 
is\a little low for short rans to-the Caribbean and 
fast trans-Atlantic trips. On the other hand, for most 
trips it’s a little high; in that case you have spare cash 
for sightseeing and souvenir-buying ashore. 


Tramp Freighters: Cheap but Erratic 


ND IT CAN BE done more cheaply—for $4 to $6 a 
day—aboard a tramp freighter. Of course, most 
of these vagabonds haven't the comfort or serv- 

ice of more modern freighters. And you're at the 
mercy of the cargo; if you're having a fine time touring 
Hong Kong and the captain gets a rush call to Sydney, 
Australia, you've got to go with him. 

In any case allow plenty of time to decide on your 
ship and your destination. A six-month head start 
isn’t too much, — if your plans involve

Investigator talks to divorcing Detroit couple in 
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the guy—you did,” a Friend investigator 
is apt to say to a steaming-mad wife. The 
first job is to cool the parties down. Then 
the investigator interviews each, trying to 
learn the exact amount of income and the 
exact extent of need. 
“Many people feel that this is their first 
opportunity to tell their side,” says Clay- 
ton A. Christenson, one of 22 Friend in- 
vestigators. “All statements are under oath, 
so people hesitate to tell anything but the 
truth. We verify earnings through em- 


' ployer’s statements and tax returns, ¢ex- 


penses through receipts and bills.” 

On the basis of this information, the 
investigator draws up a recommendation. 
Often, it will deal with such matters as the 
custody of minor children as well as ali- 
mony. Then the parties are called in again 
and given the details before the case 
actually pops up in court. About 80 per 
cent of their recommendations are ap- 
proved by both parties, and by the court, 
unchanged. 


Voluntary agreements between the par- 
ties also are examined by the Friend. 
“Often,” says Erickson, “the woman will
